."Exclusive of that item," the 
committee's report said, "the bill 
Is $55078,298 below the current 
act. This decrease is more than 
accounted for, however, by the 
decrease in the public roads funds, 
tinder the current year, of $61,- 
870,743." 


WASHINGTON, March W.-W 
—An appropriation of $118,112,878 
to run the agriculture department 
for the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1 was recommended to the 
house today by its appropriations 
committee. 
This represented a decrease of 
' 1208,828,136 below 
the 
amount 
made available for this year. 
For roads $48,559,256 was includ- 
ed in the bill outright, in addi- 
tion to $100,000,000 authorized out 
of emergency funds and $7,082,600 
lor forest roads and trails.

COLLEGE STATION, March 12. 


— (Spl)A total of 20,326,889 pints of 
food was canned in 1934 by 67,693 
rural women and Rirls working 
in 3,335 homo demonstration clubs 
in 144 Texas counties, according 
to figures compiled here 
from 
the reports of home demonstra- 
tion agents. 
These women also 
cured dried and stored 13,658,446 
pounds of^food in addition to the 
amount canned. 
The total value 


of all the food thus preserved was 
$3,508,634.74. 
Because of this food preserva- 


tion work and the work of tnoee 
who have pioneered in the home 
canning of fruits, vegetables and 
meats, the relief administration 
was able to secure co-operation 
and supervision which resulted in 
the establishment of 551 commu- 
nity canning plants and 21 federal 
meat canning plants having a to- 
tal output of 58,928,318 cans of 
food. 
In carrying on this food work, 
rural homes were improved by the 
building of 11,813 pantries with 
122,461 feet of shelving: the mak- 
ng of 12,469 recipe files; the ad- 
dition of 
6.630 steam 
pressure 


cookers and 1,878 sealers; the dis- 
cing of 1,011 cellars and 511 stor- 
age pits; the bulldine of 1,029 
smokehouses; the preparation of 
6 442 hotbeds and. 1.546 cold frames 
and .the installation of 2,440 sub- 
rrigation and 2,896 surface irriga- 
:ion 
systems. 
Vegetable production. 


More than 6,126,643 pounds of 
vegetables 
were produced 
for 
home use, some to be canned and 
some for serving fresh. The home 
fruit 
supply was increased 
by 
these women and girls who plant- 
ed 16,251 fruit trees and grape 
and berry vines. 
Rural homes were further im- 


proved by the planting of 196,584 
trees and shrubs. Other improve- 
ment-! were: 
S.103 lawns sodded 


and 106,219 cuttings rooted for 
1935 planting: 17.017 bedrooms im- 
proved in comfort, convenience 
and appearance:

Food, shelter and clothing each 
had its place in home demonstra- 
tion work. In clothing work, these

patterns, and kept clothing ac- 
counts which indicate that the av- 
erage annual clothing expenditure 
of the adult woman was $32.01. and 
per person In families was S24.95. 
In the interest of better care and 
storage of clothes, they improved 
4,318 
clothes, closets. 
Finance Improvement. 


To aid in financing their im- 
provements, these women and girls 
produced and sold $30,346.03 worth 
of food and handcraft products 
whi.ch met the standards for sani- 
tation and health set bv the state 
and federal public health authori- 
ties, and of quality and excellence 
set by the Texas extension service. 
Working through the agency of 
their county and home demonstra- 
tion councils, the women co-oper- 
ated in surveying 
57,000 rural 
homes to determine the need for 
improvements, looking to the de- 
velopment of a nation-wide bet- 
ter housing movement. They also 
co-operated with the state health 
department in a campaign for bet- 
ter rural sanitation including drain- 
age for mosquito control and the 
establishment of pit type toilets 
for the control of flies and hook 
worms, looking to the eradication 
of malaria and typhoid fever and 
other human diseases. 


And finally, they helped advance 
114,002 non-club member families 
on the road to living at home, and 
66,095 families were helped to con- 
serve surplus food in community 
canning centers.

funds are left after these accounts 
are paid, the balance is paid to the 
original borrower. 
To Stabilize Values. 


Every effort will be made to 


stabilize real estate values in the 
community, Mr. McPeak declared. 
He stated that the loans appli 
cations would not have to be for- 
warded to Washinton for approval, 
but the Dallas office would final- 
ly pass on the paper, when sent 
in by the lending institution. He 
stated that the maximum term of 
the loans was 20 years, and that 
all terms of the loans were dated 
from June 30, the end of the fed- 
eral fiscal year.

BILLS TO INCREASE 
EFFECTIVENESS TAX 


LAWS ARE FAVORED 


'AUSTIN, March 12.—WV- The 
house revenue and taxation com- 
mittee today had opened the way 
tor the legislature to materially 
increase its revenue without levy- 
ing additional taxes. 
The committee reported favor- 


ably bills to strengthen enforce- 
ment provisions of the cigarette, 
beer and gasoline taxes. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
comp- 


troller estimate revenue from the 
cigarette tax alone would be In- 
creased hy approximately $2,000,000 
annually. 


The bills were drafted by a spec- 


ial senate tax investigating com- 
mittee in co-operation with the 
comptroller's department as part 
of the program to obtain the max- 
imum yield from tax levies. 
Under the cigarette tax enforce- 


ment proposal possession of un- 
stamped packages would be prima 
facie evidence they were intended 
for sale. The provision was aim- 
ed at apcnts who solicit orders in 
Texas and have them filled by 
shipments from 
adjoining states 


without affixing stamps on 
the 


ground it is interstate commerce 
and exempt from state taxation. 


Distributing agents would be re- 


quired to register and pay an an- 
nual occupation tax of $100. 


To minimize operations of ciga- 
rette stamp tax counterfeiters the 
bill would require that stamps be 
numbered serially. 


The beer tax enforcement bill 
would levy a tax on Kress receipts 
of beer dealers. 
The tax now is 


collected on a stamp basis, the 
comptroller reporting- the state has 
lost thousands of dollars through 
fraudulent usage. 


Toxtboc&s at Minimum Cost. 


The house education committee 


recommended passage of a bill to 
provide text books to students at 
institutions of higher education "t 
a minimum cost. 
The bill would 


authorize governing boards of the 
institutions to purchase texts and 
rent them to students, upslng ex- 
isting library facilities and per- 
sonnel as the rental agency. 


Sponsors said it would result in 


materially reduced costs to stu- 
dents now nerved by privately op- 
erated and nuasl-nublic stores. 


Dr. H. Y. Benedict, president of 


the University of Texas, said the 
only question Involved was wheth- 
er private or state operation was 
most efficient. He visualized 
in- 
stances in which state operation 
of book stores might prove costly 
and recommended 
study by the 


legislature of the rental plan. Dr. 
Benedict also suggested 
inquiry 


into feasibility of extending 
the 
system to students' supplies.

SHIPS IN STORMS AT 


SEA 


It is at least 5,000 years 


since men began to"go down 
to the sea in ships while 
wome;i remained on shore 
and waited and worried. It 
is 116 years since the first 
steam-powered 
ship, 
the 


Savannah, crossed the At- 
lantic. 
Ninety-seven years 


ago this coming April the 
iron Great Western crossed 
from Bristol to New York 
in fifteen days. In 1858, the 
Great Eastern, 679.5 feet 
long, 
was 
completed. A 


commercial 
failure, 
she 


continued to be the world's 
largest 
steamship 
until 


1899, 
when the Oceanic 


was launched. Since that 
time 
bigger 
and 
bigger 


steel ships have been built, 
until now they are nearly 
half again as long as the 
Great 
Eastern. As they 


have 
grown bigger they 


have also grown stronger in 
their metal construction and 
more dependable respecting 
their equipment, particular- 
ly their power plants and 
propellers. 


But 
ships 
stili 
meet 


storms at sea that hold 
them at 
their mercy. If 


there are 
fewer 
disasters 


than formerly, the radio as 
well as improved construc- 
tion must be given credit. 
The other day newspapers 
reported the sending out of 
distress calls by five ships 
as gales continued to lash 
the Northern Atlantic, Bay 
of Biscay and the Mediter- 
ranean. 
The distress sig- 


nals came, 
however, 
not 


from great liners but from 
freighters 
and 
smaller 


steamers. 
But 
even 
the 


Hamburg - American 
liner 


New York arrived in New 
York two days late because 
of 
the 
storm's buffeting. 


Apparently, all the seas of 
the Northern Hemisphere 
have been storm-swept re- 
cently. Last week two ships 
were driven ashore on the 
coast of Japan.

be that the rich should 
consume more, in order to 
make more work for the 
poor, so the latter can con- 
sume more and also save 
more for periods of unem- 
ployment and old age.

COMPANION BILL TO 
INCREASED GAS TAX 
MEASURE REPORTED 


AUSTIN, March 13.—(/P)—A com- 


panion bill to the increased gaso- 
ine tax recommended by the reve- 
nue and taxation committee was 
before the Texas house today on a 
favorable report from its state af- 
fairs, committee. The bill would 
set up machinery for state assump- 
tion of county and district road in- 
debtedness provided the legislature 
approves a one-cent increase in 
the gasoline tax. 


Ike Ashburn of Houston, repre- 


senting the Texas Good Roads As- 
sociation, argued that the gasoline 
tax was a tax on a necessity, and 
that it already was extremely high 
in proportion to the value of the 
product and should not be increas- 
ed. He said that holders of de- 
preciated bonds weuld reap tre- 
mendous profits and that counties 
which had followed a conservative 
road building policy would be pen- 
alized to rectify mistakes of coun- 
ties which had voted bonds beyond 
reason.

by the traffic

than the 


small farmer and home owner. 
The house constitutional amend-

UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


NEWARK, N. J., March 


13. 
Federal Judge 


Guy L. Fake today render- 
ed a decision in which he 
declared the National In- 
dustrial Act is unconstitu- 
tional in respect to its au- 
thority to regulate intra- 
state business. 


The jurist handed 
down 
his 


opinion in granting 
the 
Acme, 


Inc., of Jersey City, an injunction 
restraining the government from 
enforcing the 
fabricated 
metal 


code regulating hours of labor, 
and wages and the payment of 
code assessments. The action also 
enjoined the government from in- 
dicting or prosecuting the com- 
pany for failure to comply with 
the code. 


United District Attorney Har- 


lan Besson indicated he would 
recommend to U. S. Solicitor Gen- 
eral Crawford Biggs that an im- 
mediate appeal of the ruling- be 
taken. 


-"We can arrive at no other 


conclusion," 
Judge 
Fake 
said, 


"than that the recovery act Is un- 
constitutional because It attempts 
an unlawful delegation of legis- 
lative authority." 


"The recovery act," 
he added 
in the opinion, "and the Incidental 
codes Insofar as they attempt to 
regulate the hours of labor, the 
fixing of wages or the furnish- 
ing of so-called confidential 
re- 


ports thereon are without sanc- 
tion under the constitution and, 
therefore, are void." 


Judge Fake upheld the com- 


pany in Its contention it could not 
be compelled to furnish the code 
authority certified copies of its 
payroll. 


Similar Decision 
He referred to a similar deci- 


sion given recently by Federal 
Judge Nlelds in the Weirton Steel 
Company case, pointing out "the 
scope of our inquiry here 
has 
been painstakingly and fearless- 
ly considered." 
"Judge Nields' ruling 
in

Weirton case," he 
said, "has 
greatly ' simplified our work and 
made It unnecessary

with wire and after the assault 
on the woman she was similarly 
tied. 


Willis based his appeal on re- 


fusal of the trial court to grant 
a change in venue. His attorneys 
contended newspaper publicity at- 
tending the crime made a fair 
trial impossible.

6f)—A blistering: attack on 
the proposed amendment to 
the AAA which, according 
to the speaker, would affix 
a processing tax on cattle 
for relief of middle west 
corn and hog growers, was 
launched here today by F. E. Mol- 
lln, of Denver, secretary of 
the 


American National Livestock As- 
sociation. He spoke at the open- 
ing session of the convention here 
of the Texas and 
Southwestern 


Cattle Raisers' Association. 


"The farm leaders who propose 


this program are on the spot," 
declared Mollin, who has but re- 
cently returned from a series of 
hearings in Washington on the 
amendment. "They got their peo- 
ple into this processing tax busi- 
ness and now they are trying to 
get out from under at the expense 
of the cattlemen. 
"We dont' want any processing 


tax. 
I'm perfectly sure that the 
cattle raisers will be entirely will- 
ing to do anything necessary to 
dispose of our own surplus. 
But 


we haven't got any surplus. 


"The hog raisers are the ones 


who, over a period of years, have 
habitually 
over-produced. 


Never Worried About Cattlemen. 
"These farm leaders never wor- 


ried much about us cattlemen be- 
fore. 
NOW let's examine closely 
this program they propose and see 
whether they are trying to do 
something for us or something to 
us. 


"Let us work out our program, 


apply our own processing tax if 
we find it necessary and use the 
funds derived from it for the ben- 
efit of the cattle Industry." 


In welcoming the delegates, May- 
or Oscar Holcombe mentioned that 
it was the fourth time that he has 
performed 
that pleasant 
task. 
"Last ycaj- in San Antonio we 


listened to a lot of windy speech- 
es about Houston" began 
Jay 


Taylor of Amarillo, president of 
thc panhandle Livestock Associa- 
tion, responding to the welcoming 
addresses. 
"We wondered then 


how on earth you folks could ever 
make good on the many things 
you promised us. But I want to 
tell you that you have more than 
made good, x x x 


Cattle Business Picking Up. 


"The cattle business is picking 


up. 
Most of us usually 'thumb' 


our way to these conventions but 
this year we were able to travel 
in pretty good style." 


Association President W. T. Co- 
ble of Amarillo also mentioned the 
improved condition of the cattle 
industry. Despite drouth and low 
prices at the beginning of the last 
year the Industry has had a good 
year, he said.

It, was estimated the up- 


rising cost the country a minimum 
of 20,000,000,000 drachmas (approx- 
imately $190,000,000). 
How stag- 
gering this amount is for a small 
nation such as Greece may be 
gathered from the fact the* annual 
Grecian budget is only onerhalf 
that sum. 


The task 
of liquidating 
this 


enormous liability appeared likely 
to cripple the country for many 
years to come. 


Even more disastrous, however, 
is the prospect of wholesale exe- 
cution and imprisonment of army 
and navy officers who participated 
in the revolution. 
The country 


still recalls with horror the bloody 
episode in 1922 when, at the con- 
clusion of the Greco-Turkish war. 
Gen. Nicholas Plastiras, then head 
of a revolutionary government, or- 
dered the summary execution of 
six cabinet members, 
Including 


Premier Demetrius GounarlB. 


Many thoughtful Greek and for- 


eign observers believe some simi- 
lar fate may be meted out to the 
leaders of the recent rebellion and 
that the same legacy of hatred 
which caused it will be passed on 
to Greece's rising generation. 


Believed Monarchy Needed. 


Greek monarchists believe the 


existing political passions can be 
quieted only by restoration of the 
monarchy. 
These circles forecast 


restoration will take place within 
a year If the present government 
proves incapable of uniting and 
pacifying the turbulent elements 
in the nation. 


Monarchists 
already 
are 
dis- 
cussing likely candidates for the 
vacant throne. Some consider the 
obvious candidate is Former King 
George who majr have obtained 
some new ideas on ruling from 
the Indian maharajah whom he 
has been visiting in Delhi prov- 
ince.

New Gulf Coast Oil 


Field Is Opened Up 
On Middleton Ranch 
HOUSTON, 
March 
14.—0<P>—A 
new and the 78th oil field for 
the Texas gulf coast was opened 
today when the Humble Com- 
pany's No. 1 Middleton Ranch 
came i" for an unestimated vol- 
ume of oil. The gas pressure was 
not as excessive as when 
the 
first test was made ten days ago. 
The well was cleaning through 
quarter inch choke, making oil 
and drilling fluid and wash water. 
The pressure on the casing was 
1800 pounds, that on the tubing 
525 pounds. The well is flowing 
natural from 7.088 feet. 
When first tested at 7,050 feet 
the well made a huge gasser with 
an oil spray. It was then drilled 
38 feet deeper and below the gas 
cap in the Frio phase of the Oli- 
gocene, the deep prolific pay of 
the Gulf coast district. 
Tho well is six miles east of 
Anahuac. Chambers county. The 
Humble controls a block of 10,- 
DOO acres surrounding the well. 
The completion gives Chambers 
county three producing oil fields. 
Barbers Hill is running around 
18,000 barrels daily, and Lost Lake 
200 barrels.

Flood Losses Heavy 
ST. LOUIS, March 14.—W—A 
graphic story of widespread pro- 
perty loss and suffering through 
Southern Missouri and Northern 
Arkansas came today as the mid- 
western division Red Cross head- 
quarters completed its first survey 
of the flood Infested region. 
The survey 
said a conservative 
estimate would place the number of 
refugees In excess. of 6,000, with 
about 7,000 others awaiting crests 
on two rivers, expected tomorrow.

In Jack- 
son co- :ty, Ark., whfri 125 flood 
victims arc being cared for, engi- 
neers said the Newport leve« could 
not \ Ithstand the Black's crest to- 
morrow. More than 5,500 persons 
awaited the fate of the retaining 
wall. 
Two-thirds of Butler county, Mo., 
where Popular Bluff became the 
sanctuary for 
3,000 stricken In- 


dividuals,

share in the national income." 


"Are 
we to understand," asked 


Chairman Cannon (D-Mo) "that 
from this time on these methods 
may be expected to prove in- 
effective; that farm prices will go 
no higher: that we are not to 
reach parity?" 
"Well," Wallace replied, "there 
may be necessary a continuation 
of control. 
But to carry the 
reduction below the present point 
would begin to reduce the quan- 
tity of stuff available for the 
people here inside this country. 
That Is not true in the case of 
cotton, but, enerally speaking we 
say that a reduction in produc- 
tion below that of this past year, 
when, of course, the drought had 
a very great effect, would not 
serve to Increase the 
farmer's 


share in the national income. 
Industrial Output Increase. 


"We have reached the conclusion 


therefore, that it is exceedingly 
important, from the standpoint of 
giving a greater income to agri- 
culture that there should be def- 
initely an Increased output on the 
part 'of Industry, x x x But it Is 
also essential in turning out an 
increased quantity of goods that 
the price be such a price as will 
move the goods." 
The secretary explained that the 


farm progratoi was an attempt to 
attain parity prices 
but 
that 


"with the powers as now exist- 
ing, it Is doubtful If you could use 
a processing tax fullv and attain 
parity, for the closer you get to 
parity, the smaller the processing 
tax Is and, therefore, the less In- 
centive you can give the farm- 
er to hold down production." He 
agreed the tax must be supple- 
mented in order to attain complete 
parity. 
Predicting that "by next sum- 
mer the price of meat animals 
will he so high that there will be 
a great outcry on the part of the 
population in the cities," Wallace 
acknowledged that even his "ev- 
er normal granary" program wold 
not give "the very great result 
you hope for" of stabilized farm 
prices.

"In \ine with what might hap- 
pen in the way of a disaster in 
a particular area, we should gath- 
er data on ^hat has happened. 
Preventive steps should be found- 
ed on a thorough study of past 
disasters," the speaker declared. 
"The experience of the past should 
be the guide of the present gen- 
eration in planning to care for 
catastrophes." 


Mrs. Hennessey spoke on the 


subject of disaster hazards of this 
territory. She opened 
her 
talk 


with the statement that the study 
of disaster hazards has been re- 
duced to an exact science. The 
encouraging aspect of the situa- 
tion, she said is that epidemics do 
not follow disasters now as form- 
erly. 


Tornadoes are confined to the 


middle states and to the south, 
mostly the Mississippi valley, she 
said, April and May being the 
months of most tornadoes. Mrs. 
Hennessey discussed 
hurricanes, 


which come more or less regular- 
ly in the summer and fall months, 
sometimes as late as November. 
Tornadlc disturbances were felt 
as far as Wisc'nsiin at the time 
of the Galveston storm in 1900, 
she declared. 


Texas Has Its Floods. 
"Texas, in spite of its dry rlv- 
:rs, also has its floods," she said. 
'It is difficult to persuade peo- 
ple to move out a flood area. In- 
habitants of a flood area are 
orone to disregard wai lings con- 
cerning the rise of rivers. Floods 
usually cause more property loss 
than human casualties. In 1933, 
Texas was the scene of 12 disas- 
tcrfs. These included six torna- 
does, four floods, one hurricane, 
one drouth."

GERMANY HAS AGAIN 


VIOLATED TREATY 


BERLIN, March 
12.—(>P)—The 
German public received its first 
official 
information today that 
the relch's military air fo ,.».e is 
already in existence. 
'\,. 


Wilhelm Goering, minister . of 


aviation, confirmed the long prev- 
alent rumors and announced he 
would head the air force as "gen- 
eral of fliers.." 


It also became known that Ger- 
many's civilian 'air sport1 associa- 
tion has been placed under the 
dihect orders of the relchswehr 
(regular 
army), thus becoming 


an interfral part of the reich's 
forces. 
It was declared on good author- 


ity that' the action departed from 
the provisions of the air clauses 
of the Treaty of Versailles. Mil- 
itary attaches of the powers sig- 
natory to the treaty, it was said, 
would be officially Informed of 
the change March 23. 
In acknowledging that Germany 


has an air fleet, Goering said: 


"Our 
willingness to participate 


actively 
in 
safeguarding world 


peace—our promise to come to 
the aid of a threatened country 
without an air fleet—necessitated 
the creation of military aviation 
should our promise not remain an 
empty phrase." 


The aviation minister's reference 
was to Germany's agreement 
(o 
support the defensive air pacts 
contemplated in the Anglo-French 
accord. 


The new air fleet was said to 


have been placed under Goering's 
command with a clear separation 
between military and commercial 
aviation. 


"Outwardly," Goering said, "the 


differentiation 
is that 
members 


of the air fleet become soldiers in 
the sense of the law. Their su- 
p "tors are officers." 


The aviation minister declined 
to divulge the strength of the air 
force.
